A great variety of acute and chronic diseases 
of man are attributed to milk; amongst the 
most important are surgical tuberculosis in 
all its protean forms, typhoid and paratyphoid 
fevers, diphtheria, scarlet fever, septic sore 
throat, and other forms of streptococcal in- 
fection, gastro-enteritis, dysentery, and so 
forth. The most serious, though, rhaps, 
the least obtrusive of all forms of muk-borne 
disease, 1s tuberculosis. 

“* Surgical tuberculosis has existed from the 
earliest days of human history. ... 

“ From 1921 to 1928 there were over 320,000 
deaths from tuberculosis. A large proportion 
of these cases derived their infection from 
milk. The infection falls first upon, let us 
say, the tonsil, whence it ig conveyed to the 
glands of the neck, where it causes enlarge- 
ment and, perhaps, suppuration. Everyone 
has seen the scars resulting from abscesses so 
caused. In other cases the brunt of the 
disease is borne by the bones. Many of the 
cripples we see in the streets, those with bent 
backs and warped limbs, owe their miseries 
to infected milk'' 


PROBLEM TO BE FACED. 


Lord Moynihan gives particulars of other 
such cases, and continues :—” Although much 
has been done in many directions to increase 
the quantity and to improve the quality of 
milk provided for human consumption, the 
truth remains that the problem has not yet 
been adequately attacked throughout the 
country; My acquaintance with the accom- 
modation providéd for cows throughout the 
country makes it clear that they are often 
kept in dark, ill-ventilated, ill-drained, infre- 
quently washed byres; yet a destruction of 
the often dangerous habitations would be 
resented and would prove costly and in- 
effective.

the need for a clean milk supply in the 
Free State is found in an article by Lord 
Moynihan, Presiderit of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of England and Chairman of the 
Army Medical Advisory Board, in the April 
number of The Practitioner. The general 
conclusions which this very distinguished 
surgeon has arrived at are :— 

‘‘ An increased supply of milk is urgently 
necessary for the welfare of the people, and 
should be encouraged by the medical pro- 
fession. 

‘The best form of milk is pure raw milk, 
which is rarely obtainable. 

“The selling of raw milk, unless certified 
free from tubercle, direct to the consumer 
should be discouraged or made a _ penal 
offence. Exceptions to this tule might be 
made in some rural districts. 

‘“The problem of bovine tuberculosis and 
its effect upon the public health is of such 
importance that. a full inquiry should be con- 
ducted by a Royal Commission and a report 
made as early as possible.” 

““Our domestic supply should be the pure 
produce of the healthy mammary glands of 
the cow,” he adds, ‘* But it rarely is! Often, 
indeed almost invariably, raw milk is con- 
taminated with dung, with hair from the 
cow, with dirt, sweat and saliva from the 
dairyman, with purulent or other discharges

CORRECTING OLD MISTAKES. 

Mr. COUNJHAN welcomed the measure as 
a speeding-up bill. and said that it would 
rectify the errorsjo{ previous land bills, con- 
ferring advantages on the tenants without in- 
flicting any hardships on the landlords. He 
would like to know definitely if the right of 
appeal from the Judicial Commissioner to the 
Supreme Court was taken away under the 
bill. It would be quite wrong to take it 
away. because they might not always have 
a Judicial Commissioner in whom the public 
had such confidence as they ‘had in the 
present Judicial Commissioner. 

Ile would also. like to see an amendment 
to the clause in the 1923 Act, which stated 
that the Land Commission could acquire any 
land anywhere for the relief of congestion at 
a price which would be fair to the Land 
Commission and fair to the owner. That was 
a blot on the Act of 1923. He would be 
satisfied if the Parliamentary Secretary 
would exclude the words ‘‘ fair to the Land 
Commission ” and leave it to the Land Con- 
mission officials to fix a price fair to the 
owners 
Mr. WILSON said that the reason why 
the bill was intreduced at the present time 
was that the British Guarantee under the 
Layd Bonds Act expired next year. The 
present bill could have been introduced any 
time in the last five of six years. There 
was nothing extraordinary about it. 


“ LANDLORDS WIN.” 

Mr. COMYN, K.C., said that one of his 
principal criticisms of the measure was that 
it provided for prices too high to the owner 
in fee. Arguing that town parks would be 
purchasable under the present bill, he said 
that town parks and grazing lands would be 
vested at prices in excess of the economic 
value of Jand. 

A Parliament supposed to be representative 
of Nationalist Ireland should treat its friends 
at least 4s generously as those who were its 
enemies, and, if this bill would wind up 
land purchase, he would expect to see in at 
some provision for evicted tenants, by whose 
sacrifices those in office were able to hold 
their position.

“I am tramping round,” he said; 
“looking for books which people think it 
is too much like work to return. We post 
them that they are overdue and charge 
a small fine for each week. That has no 
effect. 

‘Tam after books to-day that have been 
out for two years. I recovered some, and 
when I bháid the bill due for them I 
was insulted, and was told that I should 
have called for them. In some houses I 
was asked in to have a search. I waded 
through books from every library in the 
city—all of them overdue—before I found 
my own. Some borrowers make an offer to 
pay the fine on the instalment system. It 
is all the result of carelessness and in- 
difference, and there is no law to enforce 
the rule which coripels these people to pay 
for lost books or those overdue—and one 
is badly needed. 


Diet 400 Years Ago. 


It is rather disappointing to learn that, 

despite our scientific study of its values, 
calories and preparation, the nutritive 
value of the food consunfed 400 years igo 
was, after all, little different from that of 
the present day. That this is so has just 
been stated by Professor E. Hechscher, 
the leading Swedish aufhority. The six- 
teenth century diet, however, suffered 
from appalling monotony and coarseness, 
and consisted principally of five 
redients: cereals, meat. pork, fish and 
utter, and only one drink—beer. One 
mentionable difference was in the con- 
sumption of the last named, which 
amounted to fifty per cent. more than 
today. Even then the soldiers complained 
of shortage, with the result that in 1558 
they were allowed no less than seven pints 
a man on week days, and eight and a 
half on Sundays. The scarcity of fresh 
food probably explains this, as it does the 
importance of salt and spices in those 
days in order to make meals more attrac- 
tive. |

dietary was very primitive, although suffi- 
cient. great luurv and profusion ere ob- 
served “3 festivec <sions. Thus, the nobles 
regularly had sixteen courses served at 
such as the celebration of the Peace of 
Westphalia, in Nuremburg in 1650, no less 
than 120 different dishes were served.

Jewels and Character. 


Long ago, apparently, it was possible to 
judge accurately the character of a woman 
= the jewels that she most favoured —or, 
for that matter, of a man. since in those 
days jewellery was as much worn by one 
sex as by the other. Indeed, the strange 
thing about it is that every jewel had an 
entirely different significance, according to 
whether its wearer was a man or a woman. 
A woman who wore the topaz was certain 
to possess a generous character, while a 
man wearing a similar stone was known to 
be secretive. 

Pride, obstinacy and haughtiness charac- 
terised the woman who preferred rubies; 
but when a man wore that lovely red stone 
it denoted frigndliness and nobility of 
character. Blue stones always showed 
their woman wearer to be jealous. and 
vigilant ; the man who wore a sapphire or 
a turquoise had great wisdom, and lofty 
thoughts were in his mind. 

The amethyst alone seems to have de- 
noted similar characteristics in both: men 
and women, when preferred above other 
stones. These were high thoughts and 
religious fervour, sober judgment and 
gravity.

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THE NEBULAR REGION. 

In addition to the stars the nebu 
region of Virgo offers an attractive field 
for the telescope at this time of year. The 
densest part of it will be found between 
Beta Leonis and Epsilon Virginis. This 
is a region nearly destitute of stars, but it 
is crowded with nebule. One photograph 
taken at Mount Wilson shows over 200 in 
a space smaller than the disc of the Moo 
Nearly all are spirals, but it requires a 
giant telescope to reveal their structure 
The whole of this region of the heaven:

Society’s Plight.

CORK, Tuesday, 

PROPOSAL under which distress 
A among the poor people of Cotk city 

may be relieved was made to-day. 
It is that each man who is in employment 
shall contribute one shilling to a fund which 
has been opened by Lord Mayor Daly, who 
presided at a meeting of the citizens called 
in view of the precarious position of the 
finances of the St. Vincent de Paul Society 
in Cork. The Society has had to incur heavy 
debt, because of the many calls on it, owing 
to the prevalence of unemployment, and it 
was felt for a time that its useful activities 
must cease. The Lord Mayor, in convening 
the meeting, pleaded for the support of the 
citizens, and to-day Mr. T. P. Dowdall, whose 
generosity is well known, announced that, on 
behalf of his firm, he was preparéd to make 
a gift of £250. Several speakers declared 
that it was the duty of the State to provide 
for the destitute, and that by a method of 
fair taxation, so that everybody might pay 
his share. 

CALL TO CLERGY. 

Mr. T. P. Dowdall said that it would be 
well if, in addition to trying to meet the 
deficit, they should endeavour to see in how 
far the activities of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society could be lessened. 

“We have an example here to-day,” he 
said. ‘‘ For thirty-two years we have had 
trams: to-day they are closing down, and 
it is almost certain that in time some of the 
two hundred families will cail for support 
on the St. iVneent de Paul Society. I wish to 
call attention to something that should be 
horne in mind or thought over very seriously 
by the clergy There’ has been a gradual 
decline in the prosperity of this country. 
The fact that that has taken place shows 
that there is something wrong in the state of 
societv in this country. The clergy might 
consider if there are not certain causes which 
hrought these things about, and see if they 
sarnot he obliterated partly or altogether.” 

Mr. George Crosbie commented on the 
amount of money which left Cork in connec- 
tion with sweepstakes. and yet they found 
dificultv im raising money for the poor. 
l‘eople had bought tickets in the sweep 
merely for greed, not for charity, and he 
was one who had gone under to that in- 
fl icnce. 

Mr. R. Anthony, T.D., said that, in his 
opinion, it w§s not wise to tighten the purse 
strings when times were bad. Business-men 
in Cork were doing that, but he would say 
that wise spending in a time of depression 
was the best form of practical Christianity. 
Work was far better than doles or charity. 
The. reports of the joint stock companies of 
this country showed that there was plenty 
of menev in hand, and some proportion of it 
should be spent in giving work to the poor. 

it was at this stage that Mr. Hurley, who 
is Chairman of the Workers’ Council, sug- 
rested that each working man should pay 
one shilling each, considering that r. 
Dowdall had given the lead with a generous 
subscription. 

A SUGGESTION. 

Mr. Sean O’Leary, member of the Corpora- 
tion, suggested that the money which was 
collected for the anti-conscription campaign, 
and presently held in Cork, should be devoted 
tc the St. Vincent de Paul Society. 

Mr. R. Wallace, Chairman of the Harbour 
Koard, aanounced his intention of asking the 
Hoard th divert its annual subscriptions from 
the Cor hospitals to the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society for one or two years. 

Many subscriptions were handed in, Father 
Kiely announcing that he had received £100 
trem an anonymous donor. 

It is proposed to hold a collection soon to 
cut the finances on a proper footing again. 


Actions Against 
Guards Fail. 


Judge’s Tribute. 
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From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
ENNIS, sige ll 
HE hearing concluded to-day of 
+ actions in which John Irwin, labourer, 
Toonagh, claimed £300 damages against 
each of four members of the Civic Guard— 
Sergeant Denis Hickey, Detective Officers B. 
Haniey, Ml. Whelan and Thos. sar s ale, 
assault, illegal arrest and wrongf , 
The offences were alleged to have been com- 
mitted on the nights of April 5 and August 23 
of last vear. Plaintiff and his principal wit- 
ness, at the first day’s hearing, gave evidence 
regarding the presence of Detective Hanley 
on the night of April 5. , This was rebutted 
by the defence, official diaries being submitted 
to show that Hanley was transferred from 
Ennis to Stradbally, County Waterford, on 
March 11, 1930, and was doing duty there 
until June 22. As to August 23, the defence 
was a complete denial of the allegations of 
assault. Sergeant Denis Hickey said that he 
was making inquiries about a missing cow, 
and when he knocked at plaintiff’s door was 
invited to ** come in.” : 

Dismissing all three actions on the merits, 
Judge McElligott said that the plaintiff had 
committed wilful and wicked jury in re 
gard to the alleged incidents of April 5, and 
had induced a witness to do likewise. So far 
as that date was concerned, the case was part 
of a wicked, evilly-designed and vile plot to 
involve public servants in the-meshes of the 
law. As to August 23, the Guards certainly 
went to Irwin’s house under the command of 
Sergeant Hickey, an officer of considerable 
experience, and throughout acted entirely 
within their rights. 

JUDGE’S COMMENTS. 

“ For seven years,” said the Judge, “I 
have been sitting in Clare, Limerick and 
Kerry. I have had enormous experience of 
the Civic Guard. I have had them before me 
in a civil capacity, in the capacity of peace 
officers, an as defendants in various actions 
for assault, On four occasions I did undoubt- 
edly award damages as against members of 
the force, but three of the four cases were of 
the most trumpery and technical, character. 
In the fourth case I awarded bubstantial 
damages against a Guard, and that unfortu- 
nate man was afterwards foully done to death 
by a bomb in Clare. I have found the Guards 
an efficient force, a just and fair force, doing 
their dutv reasonably and well. We are able 
to go about our business nowadays with 
tolerable safety and with the minimum of 
interruption and danger, and in my opinion 
we owe that happy state entirely, under the 
Government, to the protection accorded us 
by the Civic Guard. They have their trials, 
and very great trials, indeed. They are black- 
guarded hy corner boys, they are buffeted by 
politicians, they are ballyragged by justices, 
they are heset by solicitors, badgered by 
counsel, and even at times bombed by the 
assassin from hehind a hedge. And, notwith- 
standing all that, they are doing their duty 
with credit to themselves and with great 
advantage to the community.”

N the Northern Parliament to-day, on the 

Committee stage of the Marketing of 

Fruit Bill, the Minister of Agriculture 

wes tre an amendment proposed by “Mr. 

Rowley Elliott enabling the Minister to refuse 

to grant a permit to a person whose permit 
had been revoked. 

Mr. Nixon (Independent Unionist) drew 
attention to the clause which prevents the 
use of any grade designation for fruit except 
that provided under the Act. Imported 
fruit could bear a trade mark, but, 
apparently, home-grown fruit could net. 

he Minister said that they wished to have 
honest trading in Northern Ireland. 

Major Shillington (Unionist) moved an 
amendment providing for the appointment of 
an advisory committee representing all 
interests concerned in fruit growing. 

Mr. Nixon (Independent Unionist) and Mr. 
Davison (Unionist) supported the amendment. 

Mr. Healy (Nationalist) urged that all 
sections should have representation on the 
committee, particularly the apple growers and 
those who took part in the opposition to the 
bill. 

Mr. Black (Unionist) and Mr. J. Beattie 
(Labour) considered the interests of the con- 
sumers should not be overleoked. 

The Minister of Agriculture said that he 
wished the apple industry to prosper, and he 
would appoint on the committee apple 
growers, sellers, and the public. 

The amendment, in view of this assurance, 
was withdrawn. 

Mr. A. Black, K.C. (U.), objected to the 
principle of putting a minimum fine in the 
Act, and suggested that the amount of the 
fine should be left to the discretion of the 
Court. This should apply, not only to a first 
offence, but subsequent offences. 

The Minister promised to consider the 
matter tefore the report stage. 


INSPECTORS. 


Mr. Davison, K.C, (U.), proposed a new 
clause to prevent the ordinary fruit growers 
being interfered with by inspectors. He said 
that inspectors could carry out their inspec- 
tions in the markets or stores of exporters, 
but not on the premises of fruit growers. 

Mr. Black, K.C. (U.), did not see why any 
sanctity should be thrown over the premises 
of fruit growers because they happened to 
live in the County Armagh. (Laughter.) 

The clause was accepted on a division by 
twenty-five votes to seven. 

Mr. Black, K.C. (U.), moved an amend- 
ment to the clause to enable inspection to be 
made on the premises of fruit growers. 

The Minister of Agriculture said that the 
only way they intended to interfere with 
fruit growers was in connection with 
“‘topping,’’ and that could only be seen when 
the barrels of apples reached the wholesaler 
or retailer. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and the 
bill, as amended, passed through Committee. 


THE TOTALISATOR. 


The Attorney-General (Right Hon. A. B. 
Babington, K.C.), replying to Mr. J. Beattie 
(Lab.), said that he was aware that a totalisa- 
tor had been established at Dunmore Park 
reyhound racing course, Belfast. The 

overnment had been advised that this was 
not illegal. 

Replying to a further question, the 
Attorney-General said that the Board of 
Control for the regulation and control of 
totalisators did not apply to Northern Ire- 
land He was not aware that any abuses or 
injustices to the public had taken place, or 
were likely to take place in this connection.

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Revenue Returns. 


Last night the Free State Department 
of Finance issued the .Exchequer figures 
for the financial year ending March ól1st. 
They demand an expression of congratula- 
tion to Mr. Blythe, who will make his 
Budget statement this year with increased 
confidence. It is true that expenditure 
exceeds revenue by the sum of £901,388, 
which does not compare to the best effect 
with last year’s deficit of £877,422. The 
vital point, however, is that the small 
deficit which hag existed during the past 
three years has become virtually static. 
Moreover, it is a matter of prime 
importance that revenue has increased 
at all—and has increased by legitimate 
means. The outstanding feature of the 
accounts, of course, is the dominance of 
the 44 per Cent. Third Nationa] Loan. 
As a result of this highly successful 
venture Mr. Blythe’s receipts were 
augmented during the year by £5,610,000. 
The sum has proved adequate to pay 
off Irish Free State bills and Ways 
and. Means advances, which at the 
beginning of the year amounted to 
£3,231,000, and Compensation Stock to the 
value of £566,950, leaving last night a 
balance of £1,841,083 in the Exchequer. 
Details of revenue and expenditure will 
be found elsewhere in our columns. The 
main points of general interest are that 
income tax (including property and super- 
tax) produced £227,000 more than 
in the previous year, that estate 
duty brought in £144,000 more, and that 
£851,000 more was derived from Savings 
Certificates. On the side of expenditure 
£1,056,412 was issued to the Electricity 
Supply Board. 

As usual, Northern Ireland has proved 
to be one of the few States that can show 
a surplus of revenue over expenditure. 
The year’s surplus on this occasion is 
£4,491. Prominent features of expendi- 
ture were: education, amountinz to 
£1.997,400 ; unemployment insurance, 
which, at £1,858,450, compares sadly 
with the Free State’s expenditure of 
£212.106, and old age pensions, which 
account for £1,347,500, against the Free 
State's bill of £2,746,447. It is, indeed, 
in this matter of that 
Northern Ireland contrasts most strongly 
with the Free State, and causes ordinary 
men to wonder how she contrives to balance 
her accounts at all. During the year under 


expenditure 


ture has increased by a mere £216,523, 
Ulster has suffered from an increase 
of £1,400,000. The North lashed 
to the car of British Socialism; the 
Free State may work out her destiny in 
the comparatively cheap fashion of 
ordinary, ‘‘capitalistic’”’ finance. Indeed, 
Northern Ireland at the moment may con- 
gratulate herself on the fact that she 
retains even some measure of financial 
independence of Westminster. Last April 
Mr. Snowden budgeted for a surplus of 
£2,236,000. To-day the horrid results of 
Socialist economy become manifest when 
unhappy Britons learn that their country 
is faced with a deficit of £23,275,971. 

We may draw a comparison between Great 
Britain and the Free State. The essential 
difference between the two lies in the 
fashion of theirexpenditure. To an impar- 
tial observer it is inevitable that the Free 
State should show a deficit. She has not 
contrived entirely to rid herself of the 
ravages wrought by civil war, and she has 
embarked upon a very great engineering 
scheme, which is still in some need of 
support from the Exchequer.

No doubt, restriction 
would help the American farmer for a 
while, but it can be no more than a pallia- 
tive, since the essence of the present 
world-crisis must be sought in ampler 
fields. For a multitude of reasons the 
price of commodities has fallen owing to 
some inherent inability of the present 
financial system to adjust itself to the 
altered conditions that have obtained since 
the War. Wheat, however, is suffering 
from an aggravated depression; for, un- 
happily, it has become the principal 
weapon in what probably is the greatest 
clash of cultures which the world has ever 
known. MRussia’s rulers are aware that 
their survival is possible only if they can 
disrupt the economic system of other 
nations. They have decided, therefore, to 
attack the existing economic system of 
Europe by a “ bear ” raid upon Europe's 
commodity. markets. Soviet Russia is 
availing herself of her vast grain-growing 
lands to embark upon a policy of un- 
restricted “ dumping,’’ so that she may 
exploit the food markets of other 
countries—and, by inference, all markets 
—for the furtherance of her own sub- 
versive doctrines.. Actually Russia has a 
“ strong ' delegation at Rome, where, no 
doubt, her representatives will be at pains 
to obscure their real purpose. Fifty-four 
nations of the seventy-four who are 
members of the International Institute of 
Agriculture have assembled to debate upon 
agenda that have been classified under three 
headings, all of which deal directly or 
indirectly with the question of cereals. It 
is not possible to forecast what view t..e 


Conference will take. Probably no unani- 


mous attitude will be achieved. The 
United States, where Senator Borah 
recommends expansively that a gift to 
China of America’s surplus wheat would be 
the simplest solution, may be in a position 
to contemplate temporary expedients of a 
restrictive order. Other countries which 
lie nearer the menace cannot afford such 
luxuries, especially when they play into 
the hands of Russian strategy. Even if no 
malicious power were at hand to make 
capital out of a world-crisis, the question 
of the world’s over-supply of wheat would 
be sufficiently serious. The first step, 
therefore, ought to be to remove the re- 
movable evil—Russia’s power to ‘‘ dump.”’ 
In other words, the nations of Europe must 
make a deliberate onslaught on the Five- 
Year Plan by a frank boycott of all trade 
with the Soviet.

The Court of Inquiry into the loss of the 
uirship R101 publishes its report to-day. 
Every mind will recall the Sunday which 
brought tidings of last year’s worst 
calamity. On Saturday evening the great 
airship—as it seemed, a triumph of 
scientific construction—left Cardington for 
a pioneer flight to India. On Sunday 
morning she lay, a blazing wreck, on a 
lonely hillside in Northern France, and 
forty-six of her crew of fifty-four had 
perished. The dead included Lord 
Thomson, the Minister for Air, whose 
heart and soul were in the adventure, and 
who thus sealed his faith with his life. 
Under Sir John Simon’s chairmanship the 
inquiry was thorough and impartial, and 
none will question its findings; indeed, 
every careful student of the public 
evidence must have been prepared for 
them. This evidence, given by survivors 
and by other experts, showed that leakage 
of gas was a chief problem of the R type 
of airship. The Court finds that R 103 
perished through a “ substantial loss of 
gas,” aggravated by the stormy and 
“bumpy ” weather which plagued her 
short-lived journey. Of the crew’s skill 
and devotion there never was, and is not 
now after a most strict inquiry, the 
slightest question. One grave question, 
however, presents itself; Why did the air- 
ship start for India in bad weather and 
without completion of her trials? ‘‘ It is 
impossible,’ says the report, “ to resist 
the conclusion ” that she would not have 
started in such conditions but for 
‘reasons of public policy.’"” The Air 
Minister, a devotee of airship develop- 
ment, was urging haste, and the whole 
future of that development seemed to be 
at stake. The Court’s assessment of re- 
sponsibility is, as we think, just, judicious 
and humane. Lord Thomson had perfect 
confidence in R101. He put pressure on 
her officers which they could not easily 
resist, but the Court holds that they would 
not have yie'ded if they had not believed 
that the measure of risk was legitimate. 
If they erred, it was a gallant error, and 
their memory abides in honour.

Chinese Treasures. 


Wise men have observed that no nation 
is willing to make a complete breach with 
tradition. Even if a new political system 
has changed its outlook on the present 
and future, there remains a sneaking 
respect for tue things of the past, however 
discordant they may be with the new 
ideals.

DEATH OF LORD 


STAMFORDHAM. 


THE KING’S RIGHT- 
HAND MAN. 


HALF A CENTURY’S 
SERVICE’ TO THE CROWN. 


——— 


Lord Stamfordham, Private Secretary to 

the King, died in London yesterday, at 
of 81. 

ag i  aaiheadhúin, who was born on Jurte 

18. 1849, was the close friend and confidential 

adviser of two reigning monarchs, and had 

seen more than half a century of service in 

the Royal household. 

It was said that he knew more State secrets 
than any other man in the world, and that, if 
ever the real story of the last fifty years 
comes to be written, the name of Lord Stam- 
fordham will loom large in it. 

Except by name, Lord Stamfordham was 
almost unknown as a public figure. ' The 
man behind the Throne ’’ preferred to remain 
far out of the limelight. In his room in the 
north-west wing of Buckingham Palace, or at 
his desk in his study at Windsor Castle, Lord 
Stamfordham would sit in his latter years, 
writing precis and minutes, composing letters, 
in which he expressed in masterly style the 
exact instructions which the King had asked 
him to convey, dealing with State papers and 
official documents—and all with the energy 
and acumen of a man of half his age. Always 
he was near the King’s side, ready at any 
moment to lay before him his views on in- 
tricate problems of constitutional procedure, 
statecrait and diplomacy. Each morning he 
had a long audience with His Majesty, and 
frequently he would be called into consulta- 
tion again and again during the day. Other 
members of the Royal household looked on 
him as a great man, an admirable diplomat. 
and a confident who was never known to 
divulge a secret. 

SON OF A COUNTRY VICAR. 

The man who was destined to become the 
King's “right-hand man,’ began life as the 
son of a country vicar. His father's parish 
was Stamfordham, in Northumberland. As 
Captain Arthur Bigge, of the Royal Artillery, 
he served with distinction in the Zulu cam- 
paign of 1879. To him was entrusted the 
duty of escorting the bereaved Empress 
Eugene to the scene of the death of her son, 
the Prince Imperial He proved himself so 
capable and considerate that the Empress 
enlociaed his services to Queen V ictoria. 
Within a few months Captain Bigge received 
his first appointment as a Groom-in-W alting 
to Queen Victoria A few months later he 
was made ar. Assistant Private Secretary. and 
appointed an Equerry-in-Ordinary in 
1895. He later became Private Secretary to 
Queen Victoria. He held this position until 
Oneen Victoria's death, and then passed in 
1901 into the service of the present Kinr, 
then Prince of Wales. He accompanied the 
Prince and Princess of Wales during their 
tour in Irdia in 1905-6. 

Following an article which appeared in a 
Ferlin newspaper recently, Lord Stamfordham 
wrote to the anthor:—' Í had the honour to 
serve Queen Victoria for more than twenty 
vears, and beg to assure you that you are 
mistaken in saying that Her Majesty was 
very irritable. This gives, indeed, a wrong 
impression of Her Maiesty, who, 
with a strong will, was of the 
nature— 
Queen.’

A DIFFICULT OFFICE. 

Lord Stanfordham’s office has heen de- 
sciibed as the most delicate and, perhaps, the 
most difficult in the world. To him fell 
the duty of conveying and explaining the 
King’s wishes to his Ministers, and ol 
adjusting matters on those rare occasions 
when the personal views of the Sovereign 
and of soinme member of the Government did 
not . coincide. 

Only those who see the workings of the 
constitutional monarchy from the inside 
have any full conception of how much the 
country, as well as the Crown. has owed 
to his unfailing tact. The post which he 
held is unique in its demands upon the 
discretion and the prudence which come of 
long experience. The possession of these 
qualities have been the main source, no 
doubt. of Lord Stanfordham’s influence as 
His Majesty's personal friend and adviser. 

Lord Stanfordham’s duties during the war 
period were of a particularly exacting 
character, and more recently the Kings 
illness involved vast correspondence and 
anxious responsibility. He had an amazing 
capacity for work—painstaking, methodical, 
businesslike. He modernised the Secretary s 
office at Buckingham Palace. introducing the 
latest devices for labour saving. He had the 
reputation of being the first member of the 
Roval household to instal a typewriter iw 
his office. 

Alert and vigorous, notwithstanding his 
years, he was often to be seen striding 
briskly from his official residence in the pre- 
cincts of St. James's Palace to his duties at 
Buckingham Palace, where he was alwavs at 
his desk early The secret of Lord Stam- 
fordham’s good health and vigour was a 
strong constitution. He was a golf enthusiast, 
and this, together with riding and a quite 
extraordinarily youthful mind, helped to keep 
him fit Almost every morning Lord Stam- 
fordham took riding exercise in the park on 
a white horse. Usually he took his ride after 
he had finiched his morning's corresnondence. 

A TIP FROM AMERICANS. 

A perfect courtier, devoting his life to the 
service of the Royal Family and working un- 
seen amid great affairs of State. Lord 
Stamfordham had a charmingly human and 
friendly side. The story is told how a party 
of Americans lost their way in the purlieus 
of Windsor Castle and came across a plainly 
dressed man walking in the shadow of the 
battlements. Not only did he show them the 
right way, but pointed out the 
interest. At the -end two of the party 
pressed two dollars in his hand, suggesting 
‘Even if you are too proud to pouch the 
cash, vou can keep it as a curiosity.” The 
man—Lord Stamfordham—refused the monev 
with a smile, but shook hands with them 
before he went off to his duties. 

Lord Stamfordham, it is said, was reluct- 
ant to leave the Army and take up his first 
appointment at Court. But a fellow-soldier 
said to him: “ If you have the sence | credit 
you with you'll accept the offer. If, on the 
other hand, you're a fool, you'll stay in.” 
"So I had to take the post in order to 
vindicate my intelligence,’ Lord Stamfordham 
remarked afterwards 

Lord Stamfordham had the ordeal of 
announcing to Quéen Victoria his engage 
ment. it has been said that the Queen was 
never very eager that members of her houre- 
hold should marry.

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DR. CURTIUS’S REPLY 
‘TO MR. HENDERSON. 


CO-OPERATIVE LIFE OF 
EUROPE. 
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From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
| BERLIN, Tuesday. 
R. Curtius (Foreign Minister), in an 
address to the Federal Council 
to-day, replied to Mr. Henderson’s speech 
of Monday night in the House of 
Commons. 

Dr. Curtius discussed the economic 
motives which, he said, were the basis of 
the German and Austrian Governments’ 
plans for a Customs Union. M. Briand, 
in hig speech in the French Senate, he 
said, recognised the economic dangers that 
threatened the countries of Central and 
Eastern Europe. He had referred to the 
economic problems that were weighing 
upon Central Europe, and particularly on 
Austria. It was economic anxieties and 
economic distress that had brought the 
Austrian and German Governments 
together: He referred in this connection 
to the 5.000.000 unemployed in Germany, 
to Germany’s “heavy political obliga- 
tions,’’ her entirely inadequate supplies of 
capital, the deep distress of her agricul- 
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ture, the heavy economic and social 
dangers that threatened her, and her need 
for an extension of markets. 

Austria he described as a country torn 
out of a big economic unit, and possessing 
too smal! a foundation for its economic 
machinery. And he went on—We both 
expect, by the assimilation of the condi- 
tions of our customs and trade policies, 
and by free economic intercourse, to re- 
vivify, raise and extend the economic re- 
sources of both nations. 

TO AID ALL EUROPE. 

Amid loud cheers, Dr. Curtiug urged 
that their aim was to improve and to 
organise the entire economic life of 
Europe. They held fast to the co-operation 
of the whole of Europe. What was badly 
needed was the creation of bigger economic 
territories. the abolition of customs walls, 
the creation of bigger, stronger home 
markets. 

The readiness of Austria and Germany 
to negotiate with other countries for 
similar arrangements sprang from the con- 
viction that in this they were following 
European economic laws. Their plans 
were less exclusive than that of the Czecho- 
Slovak Foreign Minister, whe declined 
their offer in advance, and was strivinz 
after a Customs Union of the Little 
Entente, with the inclusion of Austria 
and the express exclusion of Germany. 

THE 1922 PROTOCOL. 

Dr. Curtius explained that both Ger- 
many and Austria had subjected the 
Geneva Protocol of 1922 to the most care- 
ful examination. From the moment that 
the negotiations opened, he said, both 
parties realised that even the mere ap- 
pearance of a violation of the indepen- 
dence of Austria must be avoided in all 
circumstance. 

In view of the structure of the agree- 
ment, it was difficult to understand how 
the independence of Austria could be 
assailed by it. No one, so far, had tried 
to give grounds for the assertion that the 
plan was a violation of Treaty obligations. 
No one had shown in what concrete points 
the German-Austrian guiding lines in- 
volved a violation of the Geneva Protocol. 
In view of all the circumstances, he feared 
that it was not a question, with some 
critics, of preserving Austria’s inde- 
pendence, but, on the contrary, of degrad- 
ing Austria to a second-class State. 

QUESTION OF THE LEAGUE. 

In regard to Mr. Henderson’s expressed 
intention to submit the matter to the 
Council of the League of Nations, Dr. 
Curtius said:—We cannot object to this. 
We also expect that the entire question 
will be discussed by the European Union 
Committee, and I hope that misunder- 
standings will be removed by these dis- 
cussions. It is clear however, «that we 
cannot regard as necessary an examina- 
tion of the juridical aspects of the plan, 
as the entire project is based on the con- 
viction of the German and Austrian 
Governments that it is entirely within the 
limits of international agreements. 

Dr. Curtius added :—Our political objec- 
tion referred to the fact that our purely 
economic agreement might be brought up 
for discussion as being a danger to peace. 
Such an imputation would be entirely 
without justification, and such argument 
would be inadmissible.

Discussing the situation with Reuter’s 
Correspondent to-day, the Prime Minister 
said that the Egyptian elections would 
be held soon, and the Government was 
perfectly prepared to allow the Wafd 
leaders to conduct. a lawful electoral 
campaign. “ But if,’’ he continued in a 
firm, quiet voice, “the Wafd campaign is 
going to take the form of a boycott of the 
election, then it will be unlawful, and it 
is my duty to safeguard law and order. 

‘‘T have pledged myself to the holding 
of elections,” he added, “and I am not 
going to postpone them, nor to allow 
lawless elements to disturb the peace. 
Egypt now has a constitution of which 
no civilised country need be ashamed. 
When the elections are held everyone will 
‘be able to vote as they please, and the 
Government will protect all who wish to 
go to the poll.”

CITY UNDER MARTIAL LAW.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Ruin, fire and death overtook Managua, 
the capital of Nicaragua, to-day, when a 

reat earthquake shook the city. At least 
uil persons are reported to have been 
killed. The city is under martial law, 
according to the Associated Press. 

A cable operator of the Tropical Radio 
Service reports that the cable office is in 
ruins, and that he is operating five miles 
outside the city. 


BUILDINGS SHAKEN DOWN. 

A wireless report transmitted by an 
operator of the Tropical Radio Company at 
Managua states that the earthquake was 
of very short duration, and occurred at 
10.2 this morning. It shook down the 
major parts of the city. 

“ Fire,” says the operator, “ broke out 
in the Market Square and is travelling 
rapidly westward. It will probably finish 
the job.” 

The. American. Red Cross has been 
ordered by President Hoover to extend im- 
mediate aid to Managua.

DEATH-ROLL INCREASED. 

According to the latest advices (says a 
later message from New York) the number 
of injured is now estimated at several 
thousands, including a number of 
American women and children, the rela- 
tives of business and Army men; whilst 
the death-roll has been increased to one 
thousand. 

The British Legation at Managua is in 
ashes, as is also the American Legation. 
All the Government offices have been 
wrecked, and most of the banks, shops and 
offices have been burned to the ground. 


. THE STRICKEN CITY. 

Managua, the capital of Nicaragua, 
stands on Lake Managua, and is connected 
by sailway with Granada, the port of 
Corinto, and has a great trade in coffee. 
It is the second largest city of the 
Republic, and its houses are mostly of one 
storey, roofed with red tiles, and have 
patios. 

The principal buildings are the Cathedral 
and the National Palace, an ancient struc- 
ture of red sandstone. The Presidential 
Palace is a recent handsome addition. 


WARSHIPS HURRY TO SCENE. 

The Navy Department has ordered four 
naval vessels to Nicaraguan waters, in- 
cluding one aircraft carrier, to assist in 
the earthquake regions.

port of Managua, where he is expected to 
arrive on Friday. Two naval transport 
‘planes have also been ordered to take off 
immediately from Balboa for Managua 
with doctors and medical stores. 

The giant aircraft carrier Lexington is 
already proceeding at full steam from 
Guantanamo, in Cuba, to Bluefields, on 
the east coast of Nicaragua, whence 
further ‘planes will be despatched over- 
land to Managua with more medical assist- 
ance for the unhappy victims of the earth- 
quake disaster. 


TRAPPED IN A MARKET. 

After the earthquake, fire broke out im 
the market in the centre of the town, 
which was crowded with men, women and 
children. 

A section of flaming buildings crashed 
down and trapped at least 35, who were 
burned to death, amid agonised shrieks 
and screams of terror, says the Managua 
Correspondent of the Associated Press. 

The Hotel Lupole, the largest in thd 
city, was wrecked, and only one wall was 
left standing. The bodies of the dead and 
injured in the débris are visible from the 
street, which is lined with the bodies cf 
many other victims. A great pall of 
smoke is -hovering over the city, where 
raging flames and general chaos make it 
impossible to calculate the total casualties, 
but the number is believed to be high. 

United States Marines are doing every- 
thing possible to rescue the injured, and 
are driving ambulances through the 
streets wherever this is possible. National 
Guardsmen tried with dynamite to clear a 
lane across the town in the path of the 
advancing flames, but they report that all 
the dynamite is now used up. 

The water main is broken at several 
points, and torrents are gushing into the 
streets. The electric power plant is little 
damaged, but the current has been cut off.

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FLORIDA TORNADO.

The Times to-day in a leading article 
observes :—Two features of the report may 
be fastened on at once. In the first place, 
it is unanimous—the joint work and 
opinion of the members of the Court. 
Secondly, its conclusions as to the cause 
of the catastrophe are clear and positive. 
When the whale report is read its third 
main feature will also be apparent. The 
explanation of the crash 1s convincing, 
and, in fact, seems to be proved irre- 
sistibly from the evidence, human and 
scientific, marshalled and examined in the 
report and its appendices. The public 
debt to Sir John Simon and his colleagues, 
and to the experts who have had an 
arduous share of the researches, is accord- 
ingly great. 

The roport, adds The Times, attributes 
the fire to the ignition of a mixture of air 
and hydrogen by an electric spark. Apart 
from the fire—though the report does not 
enter into this—the loss of life might well 
have been light. The airship had lost her 
speed, and her impact upon the earth was 
gentle. It seems extremely doubtful 
whether any dirigible will fly with hydro- 
gen again. 


VULNERABLE MACHINES. 


Otherwise the conclusions of the Court 
afford no immediate ground for dogmatism 
either way upon the future of airships. 
Their vulnerability has again been shown. 
Against that a stouter method of con- 
struction, such as would have seen the 
R101 safely through the weather -f 
October 4-5, is not, in theory at least, un- 
attainable. Whatever decisions or policy 
may be called for when there has been 
further time for reflection and discussion.

PILOT AND PASSENGER

HE first fatal accident at Bicester 
Aerodrome occurred yesterday, when 
a machine flying very low struck the aero- 
drome flagstaff, and crashed in a sports 
field two hundred yards away, and was 
wrecked. Leading Aircraftsman G. H. 
Mason, 33rd Bomber Squadron, was killed 
outright, and the pilot, Sergeant Martin, 
was so severely injured that he died soon 
after the crash. The engine fell on some 
tennis courts, and pieces of fuselage were 
thrown in all directions. 

This is the fourteenth fatal accident to 
Royal Air Force machines this year, 
making a total death roll of thirty-three.

N O appreciation of Timothy Healy 
would be complete without some re- 
ference to his early life, to his relations 
with Parnell, to his amazing adventures 
on the Irish hustings and in Trish journa- 
li:.:, and to the mellowness which lent 
dignity and ventleness to his later years. 

Tim Healy was a native of Bantry, in 
West Cork, a district the inhabitants of 
which are noted for brightness of in- 
tellect. His father, Maurice Healy, the 
elder, was the Clerk of the Poor Law 
T’nion of that countryside, and afterwards 
held the same position at Lismore, in 
County Waterford.. I remember an inci- 
c_..t which showed the esteem in which the 
elder Healy was held by men whose esteem 
was worth having. He came from Lismore 
to Dublin to attend a trial, in which he 
had to produce certain documents of which 
he was the official custodian. 

Chief Baron Palles, who was the pre- 
s.linz judge, recognising him in court, 
invited him to a chair beside him on the 
Bench. Everybody in court was curious to 


know who was the distinguished visitor | 


to whom the judge paid this compli- 
ment, and the word quickly passed round 
that it was Tim Hebly’s father. 

Tim Healy was educated in Ireland st 
a Christian Brothers’ school, which he 
le”; at the age of thirteen. Thencefor- 
ward he was his own schoolmaster and 
tutor. Among the first accomplishments 
which he acquired was shorthand writing, 
in mastering which he became a friend 
and protégé of Isaac Pitman himself. Th's 
led to his appointment as a shorthand 
clc.k in the offices of the North-Eastern 
Railway Company at Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
and he retained that position for sever2] 
years, until the door was opened to wide: 
opportunities. 


PARNELL’S SECRETARY. 


It was in February, 1878. that Tim 
Healy left Newcastle-on-Tyne for London, 
and started his public career at twenty- 
three as the Parliamentary correspondent 
f the Irish Nation. In the Lobbies of 
the House of Commons he soon attracted 
the notice of Charles Stewart Parnell, wlic 
selected him as his secretary, and made 
him his principal aide-de-camp an his 
American mission in 1889.. This period 
of probation was a brief one. In 1820, 
within two years after his coming to Lon- 
don, Healy suddenly found himself thrust 
by circumstances into Parliament. 


PARNELL’S SUPERSTITIONS. 


Healy was fascinated by Parnell’s force 
of character,,and by his remarkable per- 
sonality, in which so much strength and 
weakness were blended. When they be- 
came intimate he was surprised to discover 
in Parnell a superstitiousness which was 
characteristic of his family. The man ní 


iron will and unwavering purpose was a 


firm believer in the unluckiness of the 
number thirteen and of Friday among the 
days of the week. Healy has related 
what happened one night when Parnell 
was dictating a political document from a 
sick bed to his secretary. The sick man 
suddenly rose in the bed and point-d to 
three candles, by the light of which Healy 
was writing. He then leaned forward and 
blew out one of them, declaring that if the 
document were written bv the light of 
three candles, it might bring disaster to 
the matter in hand. 


PARNELL’S DOWNFALL. 


It was in his conflict with Parnell after 
the scandal of the O’Shea case that Healy 
incurred more: odium and made more 
enemies than at any other stage of his 
life. He was blamed for his truculence 
towards Parnell, and for his lack of re- 
straint in his utterances about Mrs. 
O’Shea. | 

So far as the charge of truculence to- 
wards Parnell was concerned, Healy’s de- 
fence, as 1 have heard from his own lips, 
was that Parnell and his lieutenants had 
themselves dropped the buttons from their 
foils, and that he was following the French 
maxim: “ Á corsair, corsair et demi.’’ He 
regarded Mrs. O'Shea as having brought 
about the ruin oí the Irish cause, arid he 
felt no genuine pity for one who, like 
another Helen, had tired another Troy. I 
have often heard Healy express himself in 
terms of admiration for Parnell’s gifts of 
leadership and for his courage in 
adversity. 

The following was one of the tributes 
which he paid to Parnell’s bearing when 
he was Aááihás himselí with his back to 
the wall. “ When rough epithets were 
hurtling we could always—as the French 
say—discern the pontioman at a league. 
The old skill, energy and resourcefulness 
burned in him, Genius shone like the 
upcast flame from an expiring candle.”’

I have 
been informed that on one occasion in the 
County of Louth, when he was attacked 
by a rowdy, he knocked down his assailant 
with his shillelagh. Whenever he was 
convinced that he was in the right he 
treated his enemies with defiance or in- 
difference. To his brother he wrote: “ The 
hissing of the mob is music in my ears.” 


A VOLCANIC JOURNALIST. 


Healy’s Irish journalistic adventures 
can hardly have been rivalled in point of 
difficulty and danger, even in Mexico or 
in the Wild West. Upon one occasion 
the windows of his house were smashed. 
Upon another he was held up by gun- 
men. Upon another his newspaper office 
was raided. Upon another an attempt 
vas made to blow it up with dynamite. 
Healy defended himself with weapons of 
irony. When he was told that the rival 
newspapers were searching his speeches 
for materials for their leading articles he 
replied that their searches would afford 
them a liberal’education, which they badly 
needed, because their leading articles 
usually were about as interesting as a 
grocer’s circular. They retaliated by nick- 
naming him “a scalp hunter ” and “a 
volcano in constant eruption.” 


A MELLOW OLD AGE. 


Towards the end of his life Tim 
Healy mellowed almost beyond recogni- 
tion. Perhaps, if he had been asked why 
he had mellowed, he would have said that 
it was because the wrongs which had once 
embittered him had been righted, because 
the grievances against which he had once 
revolted had been removed, and because 
the enemies whom he had once had to fight 
had all been defeated. At all events, the 
voleanic fires were extinguished, except 
forsome embers which sometimes twinkled 
fitfully in the corners of his eyes. 

If 1 were asked to explain the secret of 
Healy’s charm, I should be disposed to 
Say that it was a combination of 
picturesqueness and dignity. What helped 
to make his personality so picturesque was 
the variety of contrasts which it exhibited. 
He seemed to have at his command inex- 
haustible stores of vitriolic invective and 
of the milk of human kindness, of ruth- 


| lessness and of tenderness of heart. 


Similar contrasts were exhibited in his 
career, with its beginning as a shorthand 
clerk, its tempestuous adventures in public 
life and its culmination in the Viceregal 
Lodge ; but besides these interesting 
elements in his reonality he 
certain noble ott admirable qualities of 
mind and heart which invested him with 
dignity and won the affection and respect 
of a wide circle. Conspicuous among these 
qualities were his disinterestedness, his 
physica] and mora] courage, his fidelity 
in friendship, his dependability in al] his 
personal relations, and his unfailing sense 
of public duty.

agreéable measures would have to be taken 
if the British equilibrium was to be main- 
tained. Did the Government stand by that 
declaration? He doubted it. As methods 
by which warge 4 might be saved, he sug- 
gested putting the Board of Trade, Overseas 
Trade, the Ministry of Labour, the Ministry 
of Mines and the Ministry of Transport under 
one head, as the Ministry of Industry, and

LOSS OF GAS.

How the vessel began to lose 
gas can never be definitely ascertained. ‘The 
weather was exceptionally bad, the gas- 
bags were hard up against ded projections, 
some of which may have n to wear the 
fabric. The bumpiness of the wind and the 
pitching of the ship would intensify the 
strain, and earlier flights had indicated the 
possibility of leakage through chafing, or, if 
the ve rolled through an unusually large 
angle, . intermittent opening of the 
gas valves. But it seems very probable that 
the .mofe serious’ ‘and sudden loss of . gas 


which followed was connected with a specific 


misfortune, such as the ripping of the fore 
part of the envélope. Something of this sort 
had happened on a previous occasion, and 
no amount of care could secure that it would 
never happen again. Whatever the precise

Incidentally, I heard that even the 
caddies are so upset about the carelessness 
of certain players that the cry “ Put back 
the course” fs heard all over the links 
when these heedless young men are out. I 
know it is not “nice” to write thus about 
fellow-clubmen, but it is necessary that atten- 
tion should be drawn to what is occurring 
daily if the other members are to play their 
golf in comfort.
